The House on Wednesday rejected a 
proposal to exempt most of those can­ 
didates from the controversial economic 
disclosure provisions, as many critics 
called the proposal a ‘ ‘sham." 
“There is no reason that a paid mayor 
should be excluded under this bill,” argued 


Rep. Thomas Zych, D+St. Louis, as the 
House voted 64-64 to kill the bill. And Rep. 
EarlSchlef, DDellwood, added, “If anybody 
should file (economic disclosure reports), 
it’s candidates for local and municipal 
offices because they have no one to answer 
to.” 
Rep George Hoblitzelle, RLadue, who 
handled the proposal in the House, said 
there would be no effort to revive it He 
blamed its defeat on members who are 
against the entire Campaign Practices Act 


and hope the law will be completely 
repealed.

NAIROBI. Kenya (API - Ugandan 
President Idi Amin planned to expel 
Americans living in his country, and the 
Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine planned to hijack the plane on 
which they left, published reports here said 
today. 
The Nairobi newspaper the Daily Nation 
said that Amin planned to expel the 
Americans at the meeting he scheduled this 
week with them and then called off. 
The newspaper said its information came 
from West German intelligence reports and 
that Amin presumably knew of the plan. In 
Bonn, officials said no such intelligence 
report was received there. “There seems to 
be a lot of wild speculation going on in 
Nairobi,” a Foreign Ministry spokeswoman 
said. 
Kenya and Uganda have long been 
feuding Milton Obote, Ugandan president 
overthrown by Amin, has been living in 
Tanzania. 


The Nairobi report said the Ugandan 
government was going to provide a plane 
for the Americans to leave the country. 
"PFLP terrorists would have mingled 
with the Americans and boarded the 
plane,” the report continued. “It would then 
have been hijacked, and possibly flown to 
Kenya.” 


There was no comment on the report from 
the Amin government or from U.S. officials 
in Washington. 
Meanwhile, the United States, Britain and 
Kenya rejected Amin’s latest invasion 
charge, and Kenya said Amin was hal­ 
lucinating. 


“Hallucinations and shadow boxing are a 
commonplace thing with the military 
regime in Uganda,” a Kenyan spokesman 
said. “With this understanding, you can 
even expect to hear that God has shaken 
hands with Amin.” 
Radio Uganda charged on Wednesday 


that 2,600 U.S., British and Israeli mer­ 
cenaries were marching through Kenya 
toward Uganda. The U.S. State Department 
said the report was “completely and totally 
false ’’ The British Foreign Office said it 
was “highly unlikely.” Israel said nothing 
It was Amin’s third invasion charge in 
eight days. On Feb. 23 he said the United 
States, Britain and Israel planned to drop 
paratropers into key Ugandan towns to 
overthrow him. The next day Radio Uganda 
claimed that an invasion force of Tan­ 
zanians were six miles from the Ugandan 
border 
Kenya is land-locked Uganda’s neighbor 
on the east, while Tanzania adjoins it on the 
south.

Africans 
succeeded in shelving a British demand for 
the United Nations Commission on Human 
Rights to investigate alleged violations of 
human rights by Amin’s regime, which has 
been accused of murdering up to 300,000 


people in the past six years and embarking 
on a new wave of massacres to exterminate 
the Christian Langi and Acholi tribes. 
Sources in New York said the commission 
decided to “continue to examine” the 
charges brought by Britain, which was 
supported by the United States. Eight of the 
32 members of the panel are African states.

According to Money & Credit 
report, fear and uncertainty 
about the U.S. economy wiU 
soon vanish. The report looks for 
Carter to inject a new spirit of 
exuberance into businessmen 
and consumers. The expectation 
will be enough Even if he 
doesn’t do much Carter is no 
Kennedy, but there are parallels 
nevertheless.

That 
was enough, in Kennedy's case 
It galvanized the country and 
spawned a new mood of op­ 
timism. 
Underlying 
circumstances 
today are vastly different But 
psychology still plays a crucial 
role in the decisions of both 
businessmen and consumers 
Thus the mere expectation that 
the new Administration will 
restore economic vigor may 
well go far to actually cause it to 
come about. 
Carter will do something, of 
course. He might even do too 
much. That is one of business’ 
worries That he’ll resort to New 


Deal spending policies, reignite 
inflation and then clamp on 
controls. He’s deeply in debt to 
labor leaders and big city 
politicians. Even if he wants to, 
he may not be able to buck a 
heavily Democratic Congress 
that calls for passage of party 
platform planks on everything 
from national health insurance 
to full employment. But Carter 
is also more conservative than 
he’s been billed. If the economy 
is visibly improving by early 
this year, he may be able to get 
away with going through the 
motions. 
Money & Credit points to this: 
The shortfall in government 
spending in 1976 was a whopper , 
it forced sharp downward 
revisions in estimates of the 
:otal 
Federal 
deficit. 
This 
shortfall will probably be made 
up in the first quarter. The funds 
that were not spent will be spent- 
-$10 billion to $15 billion, at least 
It'll be a gift.

Audit faults billing practices 


JE F F E R S O N CITY, Mo. (A P ) — A report released Wednesday 
by the state auditor indicates that the Department of Consumer 
Affairs, Regulation and Licensing failed to bill state savings and 
loon associations for fees amounting to about $100,000 in fiscal 
1978. 
The audit report further stated that the unbilled examination 
activities of the savings and loan division are uncollectable 
because regulations cannot be retroactively amended. 
Because the division used incorrect and inconsistent proce­ 
dures for computing capital increase fees for the financial in­ 
stitutions, it over-collected approximately $4,500 in capital fees 
for the same fiscal year the report said. 
The division apparently is not complying with its statutory re­ 
sponsibilities, according to the audit. The report said that ex­ 
aminations of all savings and loan associations were not ac­ 
complished annually and that examinations were made for a 
period in excess of 12 months. 
Approximately 12 associations were not examined during fiscal 
1976, the report said

Duplicate Medicaid 
payments continue

Services is continuing to make 
duplicate payments to Medicaid 
vendors despite recommenda­ 
tions made by the state auditor 
over a year ago. 
An audit released Tuesday by 
the state auditor indicates the 
agency made more than $500,- 
000 in duplicate payments in 
fiscal 1976 
A 1975 audit identified the 
same problem and the report 
issued Tuesday said the agency 
has had several discussions 
about the problem and has de­ 
veloped procedures to make the 
necessary changes 
■•However, these procedures 
have yet to be implemented," 
the audit said 
The audit report said some of 
the duplicate payments are not 
being identified by the agency 
and those not disclosed result 
in loss of funds to state and 
federal governments The dupli­ 
cate payments also resulted in 
lost interest to the state, the re­ 
port said. 
The audit also recommended 
that family services maintain 
tighter conrol over food stamp 
storage The audit said the pos 
siblity exists for a loss of food 
stamp coupons which could go 
undetected until the boxes they 
are stored in are used 
Access to the vault where the 
food stamps are kept should be 
limited, the audit said. The 
combination and key to the 
vault is currently kept in an un­ 
locked safe and "is easily ac­ 
cessible to a number of employ­ 
ees." the report said 
The department said it did 
not feel that recommendation 
was warranted But the agency 
responded to the audit by stat­

revision act’s provisions. And

The

by 
candidates of their assets and 
income also is in question and 
no longer would be required 
under the proposed revision. 
legislators calling for the 
changes say they want to 
make the act more workable 
while incorporating changes 
mandated by a 1976 U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling. Others, 
including citizens groups that 
promoted campaign reform in 
1974, believe the end result 
may undermine the intent of 
the act. 
The law was approved as an 
initiative petition at a time 
when campaign abuses were 
in public view: the 1972 Nixon 
presidential campaign 
had 
become 
notorious 
for 
its 
unreported transfers of money 
for illegal purposes, and for 
the volume of money spent. 
Campaign 
reforms 
were 
passed at both state and 
federal levels to insure that 
sources of funding would be 
known and to put a ceiling on 
the total which could be spent. 
But in 1976 the U.S. Supreme 
Court declared contribution 
limits unconstitutional as an 
infringement of freedom of 
speech. A Missouri circuit 
court then threw out the entire 
state law, giving legislators a 
chance to tinker with a law 
politicians never have liked 
but for the most part have 
come to accept in principle. 
House Majority Leader Joe 
Holt, D-Fulton, is attempting 
to use the revision to reduce 
the bureaucratic complexity 
caused by the law’s financial 
reporting procedures. He says 
the

e l i m i n a t e d 
and 
its 
enforcement powers turned 
over 
to 
local 
prosecuting 
attorneys. 
"It’s a decrepit, inefficient, 
cumbersome 
bureaucracy 
which has failed to distinguish 
itself except by hiring staff 
and spending money," he 
says. 
Even its supporters concede 
the commission is not as 
efficient as it could be. One 


citizens’ group leader, who 
says he is disgusted by the 
halting progress of campaign 
reform, calls some of its 
commissioners so unsympa­ 
thetic to the election law that 
they are like "foxes in the 
chicken coop.” 
But

supporters want to see it 
retained, particularly because 
they doubt that local prosecu­ 
tors, 
themselves

figures, will enforce the law. 
“To return it to prosecutors 
is to say there is no campaign

Buechner, R-Kirkwood, who 
pressed for passage of the 
original act. 
He adds that many of the 
commission’s difficulties have 
resulted from unclear portions

And Rep. Michael Burke, D- 
Overland, chairman of the

A more certain revision of 
the law, included in both 
House and Senate bills, is the

wrecked a coal mine 
Ronald Adley, 37, tapped a 
message of life through a 60 
foot wall of solid coal Wednes­ 
day afternoon, nearly 32 hours 
after he and other miners were 
trapped by water and debris 
about a mile from the mine’s 
mouth. 
Seven men are still missing 
Two men were killed and their 
bodies recovered, and three, 
who 
escaped, 
were injured 
when the water swept through 
the mine, in the heart of Penn­ 
sylvania’s anthracite coal min­ 
ing area, 40 miles northeast of 
Harrisburg 
The water apparently broke 
through a wall from an aban­ 
doned shaft, sweeping mine 
timbers 
and 
other 
debris 
through the tunnel. 
"Adley’s in very good spirits 
and very good health," said 
Leon Richter, vice president of 
the Kocher Coal Co., the mine’s 
owner. 
The supplies were placed in 
two four-foot-long canisters and 
pushed through a six-inch hole 
bored into the coal during the 
night. 
Rescuers then began drilling 
a series of other holes, increas­ 
ing their size little by little with 
picks. The idea was to get it 
big enough — without causing 
another cave-in — for Adley to 
squirm through 
"It’s a very tedious job and 
must be done by hand," said 
Richter. Workers were using 
small timbers to shore up the 
escape tunnel as they pene­ 
trated deeper into the seam of 
anthracite coal 
‘‘We’ve got .50 feet to go." 
mine foreman Sam Klinger 
said at dawn. "It’s impossible 
for me to tell you how long it’s 
going to take." 
Inside. Adley was helping 


"He's got some mining equip­ 
ment with him and he’s started 
to dig from his end," said Lyle 
Clark, a Kocher security offi­ 
cer. "They told him not to, but 
he wanted to." 
Walter Vincinelly, the state’s 
»top mining official, said the 
mine had been inspected by the 
state last month. "It has a very 
good safety record," he said. "I 
know of no fatality ever oc­ 
curring in this mine before the 
current tragedy.” 
Kocher began mining the tun­ 
nel in 1968 The shaft had been 
abandoned since 1953 when the 
Reading Anthracite Co. shut 
down operations here. 
Adley, speaking through a 
separate communications tube 
fed through the hole earlier, 
said he was unhurt, and that he 
was alone. 
Vincinelly said that at most 
the other trapped miners could 
not be more than 250 feet away 
from Adley, in the last finger, 
or work tunnel, in that section 
of the mine. 
Rescuers first realized some­ 
one was alive when they heard 
a "tap, tap, tap" coming from 
deep inside the mine at 4:50 
p.m. Wednesday. 
"They immediately started 
drilling and everytime they 
stopped they heard the tap6 
again,” Vincinelly said.

Missouri has a death penalty 
which was enacted in 1975, but is 
currently being questioned in 
the Missouri Supreme Court for 
constitutionality in light of a 
U.S. Supreme Court decision 
which found other state laws 
sim ilar 
to 
Missouri’s 
un­ 
constitutional. 
The 
Griffin- 
Copeland 
measure would define capital 
murder as killing for hire, 
killing more than one person in a 
single incident, killing a peace 
or corrections officer, etc. 


The new law would define 
capital murder in the same way 
as the present law; however, it 
would give the judge and jury a 
chance to assess a punishment 
other than the death penalty. 
After a person is convicted of 
capital murder, a pre-sentence 
hearing would be required to 
determine what type erf punish­ 
ment should be imposed During 
that 
hearing, 
additional 
evidence may be introduced in 
mitigation or agravation of the 
punishment. 
"We have tried for several 
sessions to work out a fair law 
concerning capital punishment.

JEFFERSON CITY - Bills 
calling for a referendum on 
the Meramec Dam have been 
tabled in both houses of the 
Missouri General Assembly, 
and their sponsors are doubt­ 
ful they have the votes to 
revive them. 
I,ack of support for a refer­ 
endum puzzles Sen. Joseph 
Frappier, 
R-St. 
Charles, 
whose 
bill 
calling 
for 
a 
regional referendum has been 
tabled by a 12-11 vote on the 
Senate floor. 
Frappier expected a state­ 
ment by U. S. Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton to expand support 
for his bill, but it has done just 
the opposite. 
E a g le to n . 
who 
h as 
supported the dam, said he 
would not support restoration 
of $10 million for the dam 
deleted in President Jimmy 
Carter’s budget for the 1978 
fiscal year unless the public 
voted 
overwhelmingly 
in 
favor of the project in a refer­ 
endum. 
Frappier said some environ­ 
mentalists who oppose the 
dam and who had supported 
his bill withdrew support be­ 


cause they believe Eagleton 
will oppase the project if there 
is no referendum. 
However, 
labor 
unions, 
chambers of commerce and 
other groups that have been in 
favor of the dam and in opposi­ 
tion to the referendum have 
not changed their positions 
since Eagleton said a referen­ 
dum was necessary for his 
support. 
‘i ’m beginning to think 
there are only two people for it 
(the 
bill): 
Eagleton 
and 
Frappier,” Frappier said. 
Frappier said he needs four 
more votes to bring his bill 
back to consideration, but 
more to pass it. He has asked 
Eagleton 
to 
urge 
state 
Senators to support the bill. 
Rep 
Wayne 
Goode, 
D- 
Normandy, whose bill calling 
for a statewide referendum 
has been tabled by a House 
committee, said he will not 
work to revive the bill unless 
there is more support for a 
referendum. 
Goode said he is committed 
to a referendum and will trv to 
bring his bill off the table if 
dam supporters “ wake up” 
and support a referendum. 
Frappier 
believes 
“ ab­ 


solutely that the dam is dead." 
Conferees in the U. S. House 
and Senate, he said, will not 
appropriate money for the 
project while the President 
and both U. S. Senators are 
opposed to dam construction 
and the governor is undecided 
on the issue. 
U. S. Rep. Richard Ichord, 
D-Houston, in whose district 
the dam would be located, said 
he will be working in the U. S. 
House and Senate to restore 
the $10 million appropriation 
for the dam. 
A spokesman for Ichord said 


the Congressman is confident 
the House will restore the 
funds. He believes chances of 
restoration 
in 
the 
Senate 
would depend on whether 
Eagleton and U. S. Sen. John 
Danforth persist in opposing 
the appropriation. 
Danforth has requested the 
funds be deleted in Carter’s 
budget, and has said he will 
testify against the dam proj­ 
ect in Congressional budget 
hearings. The hearings will be 
held March 28 through April 6. 
Ichord’s 
spokesman 
said 
that despite Eagleton’s public 


statements, 
Eagleton 
has 
never told Ichord that he 
would work to delete dam 
funds from the budget. 
Ichord plans to conduct a 
poll of registered voters in 
counties where the project is

The poll 
will be mailed to all postal 
patrons in Washington, Frank­ 
lin and Crawford Counties 
around March 7.

the 
effects of Proposition One are 
still unclear. One member of 
the Missouri Public Service 
Commission staff says that 
the 
situation 
foreseen 
by 
utilities may come about, but 
the commission has the power 
to dispel these difficulties 
when making rate decisions. 
Utilities say they are hurt­ 
ing financially because it is 
more difficult for them to 
obtain money to pay interest 
on construction costs. 
For 
that 
reason 
among 
others. Union Electric Co. of 
St. Louis told the Missouri 
Public Service Commission at 
a recent meeting that it could 
no longer afford to finance a 
solid waste recycling center in 
St. Ixniis and it would also 
have to slow down construc­ 
tion of its nuclear plant in 
Callaway County. 
During the meeting, Public 
Service Commission Chair­ 
man Jam es Mulvaney asked 
Charles Dougherty, president 
of Union Electric, if blaming 
Proposition 
One 
for 
the 
company’s difficulties was not 
throwing an “I told you so” 
back in the faces of CWIP 
opponents. 
Dougherty explained before 
the election he had predicted 
that the difficulties Union 
Electric 
was 
having 
now 
would be a result of Proposi­ 
tion One. But at that time, 
utility opponents charged that 
he was using scare tactics, he 
said. 
Mulvaney indicated that he 
believes utilities are pinning 
too much blame on Proposi­ 
tion One, because he thinks 
Proposition One was not the 
main reason Union Electric 
cancelled the recycling proj­ 
ect. 
“ Union 
E le ctric 
had 
problems with the recycling 
plan long before CWIP was 
defeated,” he said. He says 
difficulty in finding a location 
for one of the recycling sites 
had more to do with Union 
Electric’s decision to give up 
the plan 
Alberta Slavin, 
head 
of 
Utility Consumers Council of 
Missouri, also believes other 
factors contributed to Union 
Electric's decisions. 
She says the main reason 
construction of the Callaway 
plant will be stretched over a 
longer time is because the 
company does not think the 
plant's 
capacity 
will 
be 
needed until later. It would be 
unprofitable to complete the 
plant and let it sit idle, she 
says. 
Although the repercussions 


of Proposition One are still in 
dispute and probably will not 
be known for some time, both 
the commission and utilities 
agree that the ratepayers are 
at least affected through their 
pocket book. 
Union 
E lectric’s 
rates 
decreased eight cents a month 
starting last January, says 
Herman I^ibovich, assistant 
manager of public informa­ 
tion for Union Electric. Rates 
went down because the CWIP 
interest charge of $1.36 million 
was shifted from utility custo­ 
mers 
to 
the 
com pany’s 
investors. 
However, the costs will shift 
back to the consumers once 
the power plant is generating 
electricity, he says. 
I^ibovich says the company 
is concerned about the shift 
because Union Electric must 
borrow more money — at an 
increased cost — to pay the 
interest rates. This may make 
Union Electric less attractive 
to potential investors, which 
may make the value of its 
stock go down 
Union Electric is selling 
securities this month, 
but 
Ijeibovich does not know if the 
shares will be less expensive. 
Daniel Burkhardt, research 
economist for the commission, 
says Missouri utilities may be 
less attractive to investors 
than utilities in other states, 
especially since Missouri is 
the only state to prohibit 
CWIP. 
“There is no wall built 
around Missouri — investors 
know the situation in this state 
compared with others.” 
Even 
though 
Missouri 
utilities may have more diffi­ 
culty obtaining money than 
other utilities, this may be off­ 
set if the commission acts 
speedily to recognize these in­ 
creased costs during rate 
cases, says Burkhardt. 
The commission's actions 
could prevent more expensive 
interest costs, which are even­ 
tually passed to the consumer, 
and also prevent a slip in the 
credit 
rating 
of 
Missouri 
utilities, he says. 
So far, utility security prices 
have 
remained 
about 
the 
same as before the election, 
Burkhardt says. They dropped 
immediately after November 
2, but they climbed to their ori­ 
ginal price a few weeks later. 
Burkhardt says the utilities 
that will be most affected by 
Proposition One are those with 
the highest construction costs. 
Don l^andes, of Kansas City 
Power and Light, agrees. He 
says that his company will not 
be directly affected by Propo­ 
sition One until future power 
plants are planned and built — 
sometime after 1983
